Right to Protect Themselves 


Claimed For Afl Non- 


Combstanti.* 


German Answer to U. 8. Ul- 


timatum Will Come 


Saturday. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
26. — A] 


statement defining the 
attitude of 


the United States toward armed mer- 
chant ships was made public today 
by the state department by direction 
of President Wilson. It originally 
was prepared as a circular note to 
other powers. But it later waa de- 
cided to Issue it as a statement. 


The statement holds to the right 


of a merchant ship to arm for pro- 
tection only, but declares that "mer- 
chantmen which have used their 
armaments for aggressive purposes 
are not entitled to the same hospi- 
tality In neutral ports as peaceable 
armed merchantmen." 


"The status of 
an armed mer- 


chant vessel of a belligerent," says 
the statement, "is to be considered 
from the point of view of a neutral 
when the vessel enters its ports and 
from that of an enemy when the ves- 
sel is on the high seas." 


The statement treats at length of 


these differences in statun and sums 
them up as follows: 


"The status of an armed merchant 


vessel as a warship in neutral wa- 
ters may be determined, in the ab- 
sence of documentary proof or con- 
clusive evidence of previous aggres- 
sive conduct by presumption derived 
from all tbe circumstances of the 
case. 


"The status of such vessels as a 


warship on + le high seas must be de- 
termined only on conclusive evidence 
of aggressive purpose, 
in 
the ab- 


sence of which it is to be presumed 
that the vessel has a private and 
peaceable character and it should be 
so treated by an enemy warship. 


"In brief, a neutral government 


may proceed upon presumption that 
an armed merchant vessel of belli- 
gerent nationality is armed for ag- 
gression, while a belligerent should 
proceed on the presumption that the 
vessel is armed for protection. Both 
of these presumptions may be over- 
come by evidence—the first by sec- 
ondary or collateral evidence, since 
the fact to be established is negative 
In character; the second by primary 
and direct evidence, since the fact to 
be established is positive In charac- 
ter." 


Then the statement 
goes on at 


length to take up the rights and du- 
ties of neutrals and belligerents as 
affected by the status of armed mer- 
chant vessels In neutral ports and on 
the high seas. It lays down the rule 
that while merchantmen armed only 
for protection against tbe enemy are 
entitled to enter and leave neutral 
ports without hindrance In the 
course of neutral trade, they are not 
so entitled 
under certain circum- 


stances.

WASHINGTON. D. C. April 2C—It 


you Me a make la the country this 
summer, do not smash Its bead with 
a rock unless you are sure that it Is 
one of the poisonous species, of 
which there are only three in Amer- 
ica. If yon kill a water snake, you 
are destroying a very harmless crea- 
ture, and if you kill a garter snake, 
yon are depriving the world of a 
very useful servant. 


Government scientists have re- 


cently devoted a good deal of atten- 
tion to this matter of fixing the 
blame among the snakes. Most per- 
sons wfll kill the harmless and use- 
ful species while the most venomous 
and deadly of the lot, the rattler, has 
been given credit for various val- 
uable qualities which he does not 
possess. 


The regard to which the rattle- 


snake is held by man is one of the 
most curious and Inexplicable things 
in the relations between man and 
the lower animals. Certain south- 
western tribes of Indians' worship 
the rattlesnake, 
dancing 
with it 


alive in their mouths and allowing it 
to bite them. They are also reputed 
to keep these snakes in their houses 
of worship, and to feed them on hu- 
man flesh. Whether or not this is 
true, it is certain that the rattle- 
make inspires these savages with 
awe.

Now as a matter of fact, rattle- 


snake oil has no more curative qual- 
ity than cottonseed oil, and not as 
much as olive oil. It is the person- 
ality of the rattlesnake—that sells 
the nostrum. 
Otherwise any other 


oil would do as well. 


Of course, rattlesnake oil never 


had any scientific standing as a rem- 
edy; but the venom of the reptile 
bad, and to some extent, has yet. 
Not many years ago the claim was 
made by reputable investigators that 
sub-cutaneous injections of crotalin, 
or rattlesnake venom, made an ef- 
fective treatment for epilepsy, lum- 
Dago, rheumatism, and even tuber- 
culosis. The idea gained consider- 
able credence; but probably the first 
thorough test of the matter was that 
recently mado in the Philadelphia 
Hospital for 
Epileptics 
at Oak- 


bourne, just outside of Philadelphia. 
The treatment waa continued for a 
number of months, but no cures were 
effected. 
Two of the sick patients 


seemed entirely unaffected 
by the 


treatment, two grew worse, one de- 
veloped such acute symptoms that 
the treatment was discontineed. and 
one died. The doctors in charge are 
not agreed as to whether the snake 
poison was a cause of the death. 


Despite this experiment, there are 


many persons, including a few 
physicians, who believe that crotalin 
has valuable medincal qualities and 
that when a sufficient standardized 
supply of tbe poison has been ob- 


i tained, there will be different re- 
' suits. In a recent report of the 


Public Health Service, written by 
Dr. John Anderson, however, the 
value ot the poison is emphatically 


I denied, and the danger 
of experi- 


menting with it is pointed out.

In 
the south there is a small species 
known as the coral snake which is 
regarded with great terror because 
it is nearly related to tbe corba of 
India. The deadlines of its bite 
seems never to have been accurately 
determined. 
In tbe far southwest 
there is small deadly variety, whicb 
however is really a Mexican species, 
and found only near the border. 


All of the other snakes in tbe 


United States are harmless to man, 
and many of them are useful. 
The

rats and grophers. The black snake 
Is also a diligent hunter, but not Al-
